Proposed School Div. 

SUMMARY OF MEETING JUNE 5 
CROWS NEST PASS 

1. —Mr. Wetter, Dr. Mawat, Mr. 
McKay and Dr. Reeves attended 
a meeting cf all school boards of 
the Crows Nest Pass area. The 
meeting was requested toy the sec¬ 
retary of the Blairmore School 
District who acted on behalf of 
the other boards. In general its 
purpose was to answer questions 
regarding the operation of a school 
division. 

2. —It is the opinion of the re¬ 
presentatives of the Department 
that the Coleman schools are of 
good construction and pretty well 
meet the needs of this distriot. 
There is no doubt that the other 
school districts are in need of 
improved school facilities. 

3. —'No -school, district exceprt 
Coleman has a debenture debt- 
125,000.00. 

4. —The requisition rate in Cole¬ 
man is over 26 mills, tout it would 
be at least two mills higher if they 
were not using part of their sur¬ 
plus to cover this year's requisition 

5. —Blairmore on the other hand 
has a requisition rate of 20 mills. 
Frank has a requisition rate of 
18.7 mills. Bellevue-Hillcrest has 
a requisition rate of 26.7 mills. 

6. —If the districts were com¬ 
bined under present circumstances 
the requisition rate would be 23.7 
mills. 

OBSERVATIONS FROM 
THE MEETING— 

1. —The boards, with the ex¬ 
ception of Coleman, seemed to toe 
quite favorable to the formation 
of a division. Coleman felt that its 
building needs had been met and 
that a division would merely re¬ 
quire them to assist in improving 
the schools of the other districts. 
This opinion remained despite the 
fact that Coleman has a relatively 
low ability to pay and in some 
respects it seemed that after an 
amalgamation the wealthier dis¬ 
tricts of Frank and Blairmore 
would be contributing to the poor¬ 
er districts of Coleman and Bel- 
levue-Hillcfest. 

2. —feveryone seemed to agree 
that a central high school would 
be a logical development if a di¬ 
vision were formed. 

3. — Concern was expressed 
about the east boundary of such a 
division. Those present indicated 
that they would want the Burmis 
Lumber Camp and some land to 
the north included. Not only does 
this give more assessment, but it 
is also the site of a proposed new 

• industry. On this point the mem¬ 
bers representing the Department 
were unable to express an opin¬ 
ion, as boundaries are under the 
jurisdiction of the Minister. 

4. — Some discussion was also 
had on the possiblity of a divi¬ 
sion without Coleman. 

5. —No one seemed to -be abso¬ 
lutely sure on the steps that 
should be taken to finally settle 
the question of whether there 
should be a division or not. Mr. 
Kovach, M-LA, agreed to discuss 
this matter with the Minister of 
Education and advise each board 
of the recommended procedure. 
OBSERVATIONS BY THE 
COMMITTEE MEMBERS 

1. —Probably each board should 
advise the Minister of Education 
of its reaction to this idea of a 
division in the Crows Nest Pass 
area, and ask that a decision be 
made at that level. 

2. —Some thought should toe 
•given to the formation of a divi¬ 
sion which would include all of 
I.D. 16 with the exception of the 
Coleman district. This would , in¬ 
clude about 40 teachers and there 
would be in the neighborhood of 
150 high school pupils, so that one 
central high school would still be 
feasible. It is these districts that 
-are faced with building needs and 
they are also favorable to amal¬ 
gamation. Coleman on the other 
hand could be brought in later by 
inclusion if sa' desired. 

In Canada the poisoning of lakes 
and re-stocking has become a 
proven tool for restoring game 
fishing in lakes where coarse fish 
have taken over from such spe¬ 
cies as trout.

SEARCHING QUESTONS 

The affability of the Fowler Commissioners toward those who 
broadcast before it in support of the Canadian Broadcasting Corpor¬ 
ation, when compared with the asperity they displayed when witnes- 
* ses protested CBC powers has led some observers to anticipate no re¬ 
form at all. 

True, the Commissioners have been at pains to point out that 
the searching nature of their questions was really an attempt to de¬ 
fend either party to the dispute. 

But the fact remains that those with serious complaints about 
the government’s radio and .television policy got quite a raking over, 
whereas, the small culture groups who endorsed everything and any¬ 
thing the OBC does and ask only that more and more be spent, got 
a most gracious reception and the most gentle questioning. 

Individual private broadcasters, especially, faced a withering 
cross-fire of questions when they appeared. Every effort seemed to 
be made to get them to agree to statements that weakened the case of 
their association, the OARTB. 

When the Canadian Federation of Agriculture appeared, on the 
other hand, only the officials of the Association were heard. No desire 
was expressed by the Commissioners to question the rank-and-file 
members. 

Indeed, when the official labor case seemed to be weakened by 
a quoted statement of a Winnipeg labor group which did not agree 
with the official presentation, the reaction of the Chairman of the 
Commission seemed anything but eagerness to hear of any defection 
from labor’s official stand. 

It was all rather worrisome to those who nourished hopes that 
this royal commission would result in less political control over what 
is seen and said over the air waves. Fundamentally complaints about 
the fear of political control seemed extremely unwelcome. Sugges¬ 
tions that steps be taken to keep political hands from processing news 
and opinions got short shrift. 

Could it be that no one, not even a Royal Commission, wished 
to face the truth that here in Canada an agency of the government 
has all the power necessary to suppress opinions unfavorable te the 
government? The agency may claim it does not .use or abuse those 
powers, but that is not the point. Specific examples have been given 
—one by Alberta’s Minister of Telephones, Mr. Gordon Taylor, who 
quoted chapter and verse. 

Surely it is time the Royal Commissioners asked some searching 
questions about this political control of opinions.

Forest Fires Now 
Under Control 

Tire Hon. N. A. Willmore, Min¬ 
ister of Lands and Forests, an¬ 
nounced today that all forest fires 
in the province were now under 
control. The state of emergency 
that went into effect in Alberta’s 
forests is being maintained, how¬ 
ever. Mopping .up and control op¬ 
erations are under way by the 
forestry workers. 

The Hon. Mr. Willmore also 
announced that the majority of 
members of the armed forces who 
had volunteered in the fire fight¬ 
ing program were withdrawing 
from the Edson area Thursday. 
“We are most grateful for the 
splendid help they gave," he said. 
It is expected a skeleton force will 
be kept on hand. 

The control of fires was gained 
through the combined eforts of 
the hundreds of fire /ighters and 
the change in the weather. Heavy 
rains dampened down and ex¬ 
tinguished the majority of the 
blazes, so effectively that the high 
winds that accompanied many of 
the downpours had no opportun¬ 
ity to spread fire further afield. 

At the peak of the danger period, 
there were 155 fires ranging in'the 
province’s forests. The most serious 
fires were those south of Edstp, 
covering three townships; one west 
of Edson that fire fighters were 
just holding; and one north of 
Edson stretching into the White- 
court area, covering some four 
townships. 

Mr. Willmore made no state¬ 
ment as to general conditions of 


the forests and gave no indica¬ 
tion when the province's wooded 
areas would 'be re-opened to travel. 

Baseball Players 
Today 'Softies 7 
Leafs 7 Manager Says 

Today’s baseball players are 
softies compared to the sluggers 
of former years, Bruno Betzel, 
manager of Toronto Maple Leafs 
International League baseball 
team, claims. 

“Players trained long and hard 
in those days,” Betzel says in an 
article in the current issue of Lib¬ 
erty magazine. “You put on your 
uniform at 8 a.m. and took it off 
at 5 p m. At noon, we had a bottle 
of milk and a sandwich. 

“Now”, he complains, “if play¬ 
ers work out for three hours, it’s 
called a long day.” 

Recalling his 46 years in base¬ 
ball, as player, coach and mana¬ 
ger, Betzel’s article, The Most Bi¬ 
zarre Baseball Characters I’ve 
Known”, reviews some of his 
tangles with such ball-diamond 
greats as Dizzy Dean, Ben Tin- 
cup and Rogers Hornsby. 

While managing the Topeka 
team in the Western League, Bet¬ 
zel won one game by goading Diz¬ 
zy Dean into a fight with him, 
which got Diz barred from the 
diamond. He did it by heckling 
the pitcher from his post on the 
third base coaching line. 

“Hie came off that mound and 
knocked the bejabbers out of me, 
ripping the shirt right off my 
back,” Betzel recalls. Later Dean 


showed up at the.ir hotel “to finish 
the job”, but Betzel talked him 
out of it and they became firm 
friends. 

'Betzel, probably the only man in 
baseball to manage all three New 
York major teams — Yankees, 
Giants and Dodgers — says he re¬ 
grets only one trick he pulled' in 
16 years as a player and 24 years 
as manager. It was the time he 
pulled the hidden-ball trick on 
Fred Merkle, in a game between 
St. Louis and the Giants, in 1815. 

Merkle’s name became synony- 
mousc with “bonehead play" be¬ 
cause of an error he had commit¬ 
ted seven years previously that 
cost his team, the New York Gi¬ 
ants, the National League pennant. 
In 1915 he was still trying to live 
down his famous error. 

“I pulled the hidden-ball trick 
on him,” Betzell recalls in the 
Liberty article. “It opened the 
wound all over again. I’ve been 
sorry ever since, because of the 
way Merkle took it when he saw 
he was trapped. The poor devil 
stood, tears rolling down his 
cheeks. That got me.”

An athlete who is bored, tired 
and whose muscles ache will not 
only fail to learn effectively what 
he is being taught, but he may 
well even resist this teaching. The 
coach should not judge the effec¬ 
tiveness of a practice session by 
how long and how hard the ath¬ 
lete worked, but rather by how-he 
felt while he worked. If he felt 
fresh and interested and was not 
bothered by fatigue and sore mus¬ 
cles when he practiced his skill, 
he probably learned his lessons 
/ell. 

Here’s a suggested technique. 
Work the athlete "all-out'’, de¬ 
manding full effort and concentra¬ 
tion for 10-15 minutes. Then relax 
and administer such helpful meas¬ 
ures as wiping off their faces with 

cool towel, administering drinks I 
of water, etc. Many coaches and j 
trainers use ah energy jack-up, j 
such as one consisting of tea, or¬ 
ange juice and honey, at such 
times to boost flagging energy 
levels, while shotputter Parry 
O’Brien carries a jar of honey with 
him in practices to use when he 
begins to feel draggy. 

Five minutes spent in this way 
every 15 minutes will mean more 
skill in a shorter time.
